Back To The Plot 


In the world of the 1890's the divisions had been made 
between the international socialist and the people opposing 
them. It is most likely that the people who were against them 
were being used without their knowledge and so were the 
socialists; people sent on their life's work believing they were 
working for the benefit of mankind manipulated by experts, 
some who were dabbling in black magic and others who were 
immensely rich - what a combination! The world was a 
smaller place in those days and most of the main players 
knew one another. Some on different sides were even related. 

Winston Churchill had this to say about John Ruskin: 

"His heart lay in the middle ages, which he imagined to be 
peopled by a fraternity of craftsmen harmoniously creating 
works of urt. Peering out upon the Victorian scene, this 
prophetic figure looked in vain for similar accomplishment. 
Bad taste in manufacture, bad relations between employers 
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and men aroused his eloquent wrath. His was a voice that 
cried the way hoth to new movements in the arty and to 
socialism in politics.” 

He obviously underestimated Ruskin and ended up resisting 
National Socialism on one side and had the Ruskin Socialist 
apostles blocking his attempts to re-arm the U.K. on the 
other. 


Not Merely A Writer of Children's Stories 


Rudyard Kipling had the ability to write on a very broad 

range of subjects. He had travelled the world and had 
purposely involved himself with as many subjects as 
possible. He had studied John Ruskin's philosophies and 
rejected them, and he was a friend of Cecil Rhodes. In 1918 
he was invited to become one of the Rhodes Trustees 
responsible for the administration of the Rhodes 
Scholarships at Oxford for picked men from the dominions, 
the United States and other countries. 
He was foremost a nationalist which 
clashed with the other school of writers 
of his day like the Fabians George 
Bernard Shaw and H.G. Wells, whom he 
would not meet with. He had been a 
freemason but nothing could control 
him when he knew something was 
terribly wrong. 

The Foreign Secretary Sir Edward Gray 
in 1914 threatened to have the Kiplings 
locked up in an effort to stop them 
visiting the U.S.A. and appealing to the 
American people to intervene in World 
War | against the Germans. We can only 
guess at why he wanted them stopped. 
After the war he was disgusted with the 
League of Nations and said, "Hun and 
Bolshevik agency all over the world are 
now doing their damnedest to divide 
civilisation against itself, and since not 
more than 10% of civilised mankind 
trouble to do their own thinking. they are meeting with a 
certain measure of success." 

He knew the media was being manipulated and wrote to 
Lady Bathurst, the owner of The Morning Post on 13 
December 1921: 

"/ wonder if you realise what your paper has meant this year 
to the great multitude of bewildered and sickened people who 
have been unable to find any acknowledgment whatever of 
the plain laws of right und wrong in the government-kept or 
controlled press, and who have watched the whole ghastly 
business of organised betrayal (what an incompetent 
amateur Judas was, when you come to think of it!) Going 
forward without one word of protest except from the Morning 
Post.

There are an infinitely greater number of people than our 
self-centred "thieves kitchen" can realise, who are thanking 
vou from the bottom of their hearts for all that vou and your 
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influence have done and saved for the elementary decencies 
of life and truth. That is a debt which | feel sure will be 
admitted even in your life-time and by the very people who 
are now bleating about the "the new era"".

Tn 1924 on the [5th of June he resigned from the Rhodes 
Trust. The appointment as secretary had been given to Phillip 
Kerr (later Lord Lothian) and Kipling alone had brought 
objections against him greatly mistrusting the appointment. 
He felt that Kerr was one of those liberals and an 
internationalist as well, who opened the trust to grave 
misrepresentations. He was obviously unaware that those 
influences had been there since before it began. He then 
refused Lady Milner's request to write the "Life of Lord 
Milner". He must have had the whole picture on the canvas 
about then. In a poem Kipling wrote just prior to this we can 
gain an insight as to where he was up to in his investigations. 
From The Gods of the Copy Book Headings: 

When the Cambrian measures were forming, They promised 
perpetual peace. 

They swore, if we gave them our weapons, that the wars of 
the tribes would cease. 

But when we disarmed they sold us and delivered us hound 
10 our foe, 

And the Gods of the Copyhook Headings said: 'Stick to the 
Devil you know.’

Lord Alfred Milner 


Lord Viscount Milner of Saint James and Cape Town 
(Alfred) was the man that replaced Rhodes in the leadership 
of the Round Table organisation after his death, and this was 
the man whose life story Rudyard Kipling refused to write. 
so here is a very brief outline. He was born in 1854 in 
Giessen, Hesse-Darmstadt, Germany, He was a brilliant 
student, won numerous scholarships to Oxford and became 
a Fellow of New 
College (1872). He 
started practising 
Jaw (1881) but 
turned to 
journalism and jj 
began work on The 
Pall Mall Gazette 
which was owned 
by the close friend 
of Cecil Rhodes, 
William Stead, 
another Ruskin 
devotee, He then 
got a job as 
secretary of the 
Chancellor of the 
Exchequer (the 
Treasurer), When 
you have friends in 
high places quick promotion is easy. He was then made High 
Commissioner to the whole of southern Africa in 1897, Lord 
Milner refused to negotiate with the Boers and is held as one 
of the causes of the Boer war. As it progressed he would 
never make concessions only demands. 

This position was the most important in the British Empire 
as at the time the gold and diamond wealth was the richest 
in the world and the Transvaal and the Orange Free State 
were close to conflict with the Cape Colony, Kruger, the Boer 
President, was prepared to make concessions but Milner only 
gave ultimatums. For his services he was made a Baron in 
1901 and a Viscount in 1902. 

At the conclusion of the war and the annexation of the 
republics he was appointed administrator and was responsible 
for the post war re-construction and re-settlement he was 
assisted by a group of young men from Oxford known as 
Milner's kindergarten. These men with Milner's influence 
were able to gain high position in government and 
international finance, and then won admittance to the Round 
Table organisation. Milner concentrated the Rhodes fortune 
and used it with the funds of other loyal Rhodes supporters 
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Alfred Beit and Sir 
Abe Bailey. With their 
backing they wished to 
implement the 
philosophies of 
Ruskin, Stead and 
Rhodes. At the head of 
this organisation after 
Rhodes died was 
Milner, Stead and Brett 
(Lord Esher) as the 
executive committee, 
Arthur Balfour (Lord, 
responsible for }} 
creation of Jewish 
homeland in Palestine). 
Sir Harry Johnston, 
Lord Rothsehild and 
Lord Gray were in the 
inner circle Milner was 
the Chief Trustee of the 
Rhodes Scholarship, 
George Parkin was the 
secretary, Kell and 
Birchenough were 
officials of the British 
South Africa 
Company. 


The Power of 


the Press 

Flora Shaw, another 
initiate of the Round 
Table (later Lady 
Lugard), became head 
of the foreign 
department of the 
London Times while still remaining on the payroll of William 
Stead's Pall Mall Gazette. \n this position she played an 
important role in Round Table's propaganda wing. The Times 
was owned by the Astor family, who were financial 
supporters and members of the Round Table organisation. An 
influential anonymous quarterly magazine The Round Tuble 
was founded in 1910 and supported by Sir Abe Bailey's 
money and written largely by Phillip Kerr. 

Under Milner leadership the Round Table infiltrated and 
controlled all aspects of power in the Empire. Milner himself 
was a Minister in the Cabinet of Lloyd George and ended the 
war as Colonial Secretary. At the end of the war he attended 
the peace conferences and sided with Woodrow Wilson in the 
establishment of the League of Nations. In 1919 they founded 
the Royal Institute of International Affairs for which the main 
financial supporters were again the Astor family and Sir Abe 
Bailey. 

Under this disguise the Round Table set up similar institutes 
world wide. In the United States it is known as the Council 
on Foreign Relations and after 1925 the Institute of Pacific 
Relations was set up in twelve countries holding territory in 
the Pacific rim area. This institute was financed with 
Rockefeller Foundation money and at the outbreak of World 
War II most of the American staff joined the O.S.S. which 
was then swallowed up by the C.1.A.. All the institutes 











interlocked with the Royal Institute and 
were instructed by the Round Table 
operators in their own country. In Canada 
the centre of the Round Table was Arthur 
Glazebrook and George Parkin, both ex- 
Oxford and former members of Milner’s 
kindergarten in Africa. In India and Africa 
other members of Milner’s kindie carried 
the Round Table banner, but only brought 
it out at back room meetings of the 
institutes. They were Sir Patrick Duncan, 
B.K. Long, Richard Feetham, Sir Douglas 
Malcolm and Sir William Marris, Lord 
James Meston and Lord Hailey. 

William Stead had recruited groups in 
Australia and New Zealand through his 
magazine the Review of the Reviews, and 
they were activated for the cause, 

The leaders of this world spiders web often 
met at Clivedon. the Astors’ country estate. 
and they became known as the Clivedon set, 
They established countless magazines and 
journals with the hidden internationalist 
flavour and sponsored chairs of 
international relations at university, the Beit 
Chairs at Oxford, the Montague Burton 
Chair at Oxford, the Rhodes Chair at 
London, the Stevenson Chair at Chatham 
House, the Wilson Chair at Aberystwyth 
and the Rhodes House at Oxford. 

The American branch was one of the last 
to be formed. It was sometimes called the 
"Eastern Establishment” but has played a

1915 the Round Table organisations were 
established in seven countries, including 
England, South Africa, Canada, Australia. New Zealand and 
India. In the U.S.A. Erwin D, Cantham of The Christian 
Science Monitor, Jerome Green, Thomas Lamont, Whitney 
Shepardson, Frank Aydelotte, Walter Lippman and George 
Louis Beer were co-ordinating by frequent visits and 
correspondence with the central group in London. At first the 
money from this group came from the Rhodes Trust and other 
British supporters, but J.P.Morgan, the Rothschilds! American 
agent, joined the group followed by the Carnegie Trust, 
Rockefeller and Whitney families and the other arm of 
Rothschild, the Lazard Brothers Bank, 

The stage was set for the establishnent of the Council on 
Foreign Relations in 1921 with one of its founding members 
Colonel Edward M. House (see edition 12 Part 6 History of 
NWO). We will continue with the manipulations of the C.F.R. 
in edition 15. 








Jobs For The Boys 


Milner was offered the position of being one of three partners 
of the Morgan Bank in London in 1901. Milner refused this 
princely gifi and the position was given to E.C.Grenfell and 
the bank changed its name to Morgan and Grenfell and 
Company. Instead he became a director of a number of public 
banks, the London Joint Stock Bank and the Midland Bank. 
He became one of the most powerful financial and political 
powers in England. and although he died in 1925 the Royal 
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Rudyard Kipling in 1899, from a famous painting by 
Philip Burne-Jones. 





Institute of International Affairs at Chatham House, St. James 
Square. London, with paid staff members, edited the magazine 
The Round Table until 1961. The Astors lived on the other side 
of St James Square. 

Rudyard Kipling must have been distraught. He lost his only 
son in the first world war and supervised on the Imperial War 
Graves Commission. and then experienced feelings as 
expressed in his famous poem Jf. 


If you can bear to hear to hear the truth you've spoken 
Twisted hy knaves to make a trap for fools 

Or watch the things you gave your life to, broken. 
And stoop and build 'em up with worn-out tools: 


He had worked for the Rhodes Trust, he had been a friend 

of Rhodes and Milner and then found out who had twisted the 
truth, and he had helped send the fools to their deaths. Grief 
and despair must have ravaged him. In 1929 he wrote to the 
editor of The Morning Post about the socialist George 
Lansbury: 
"Look up the dossier of that living christian Lansbury in the 
potted biographies and you will find that on Feb 9, 1918, he 
wrote: 'Comrades of the allied countries. Comrades of the 
countries who are at war with ours. Comrades of the 
international. Our comrades, Our tribulations are your 
tribulations. Our purpose is your purpose. Our hour is your 
hour. And our hour comes. The Russian revolution has raised 
a sun in heaven which can never go out, We hold our hands 
to it. We warm our hopes at it. It is the token that our hour 
comes.

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SDhines had been looking very gloomy in Apathralia in the 
last few months. The price of petrol was out of reach, unless 
it could be siphoned out of a government vehicle. Most kept 
the phone on for emergencies but only used it just for that - 
emergencies - and anyone who had any objections to being 
listened to had them removed. Christmas came along and most 
"went without" to do something for the kids. Bank employees 
and government quislings/collaborators went on holidays 
while the workers and unemployed stayed home and tried to 
remember what freedom was like just a few years ago. Their 
hopes for the future all shattered, the once rich country that 
now had starving people in the streets with nowhere to go, 
and thousands more hungry in their homes not wanting to join 
them. 

The quiet few in the resistance were struggling on and the 
authorities were tightening their grip trying to control them, 
which made the government more unpopular.

A Code to Communicate 


Because he was so up front in opposing the government 
lackeys we considered we could not use him at all. 1f we were 
seen with him it would have been an end for all of us and he 
and we knew that their informers would be around him like 
flies on a dead horse. We were going nowhere fast; no 
direction, no unity. no cohesion, no morals, no yictories. Then 
one day, we notice that instead of writing vitriolic letters to 
the editor in his local papers he was running a numbers yame 
in the paper. something similar to the football pools and 
tattslotto but with no cash prizes. He would just print the name 
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of the winners in the following week. We ignored it at first 
and then one of our resistance leaders in his area passed on 
a book Shogun, that was his code name so lets stick to it, had 
given him. It was Beau Geste by P.C. Wren. 

When we applied the number code to the book with the pools 
numbers in the paper it was the beginning of the end for the 
internationalists; more like the end of the end, for at last we 
had a leader, a planner with vision who could train us for 
victory. Of course we did not at that time appreciate that's 
what he would be. | was fortunate to be put in charge of the 
de-coding and | passed the information on to the relevant 
sections. No one could know besides me who "Shogun" was. 
One of the first things he sent us was pretty old hat. We did 
not see the significance of it until years later. It was the "Rules 
of Discipline"; not army discipline, but discipline designed for 
our situation: 

1, Obey all orders in all of your actions. 
2. Do not take a single needle or a piece 
of thread from the Apathralian people. 
3. Turn in everything captured. 

4, Speak politely. 

5. Buy everything fairly even if the 
money's no good, 

6. Return everything you borrow. 

7, Pay for everything you damage. 

8. Do not hit or swear at Apathralians. 
9. Do not damage any of their food. 

10. Do not take liberties with women. 
11. Do not ill-treat prisoners. 

12. Always keep your eyes and ears 
open. 

13. Know the enemy within. 

14, Always guide and protect the 
children. 

15, Always be the servant of the people. 

We did not think very much of that at 
first but he had known right from the 
beginning that winning was not what you 
could do to the government, but more 
like what you could do for the suffering 
population, then when you had won their 
hearts and minds then they, the people en 
mass, would get rid of the cancer in our government and 
would resist anything from the outside. What was needed was 
brilliant examples. 

One week all we got from him was "the freedom fighter is 
the people in arms". Is this worth passing on? J think then I 
remembered his first rule, obey all orders, so off it went. 
The next week | saw something a bit better: 


"Know the enemy". 


The new phase of the armed revolutionary struggle in 
Apathralia embraced the entire continent. It was essential that 
we knew who we fought, and why we fought. Internationalism 
must be broken down into component parts so that we can 
clearly see them. We must know what their world strategy is. 
If we want freedom their strategy has to be placed into correct

perspective. External international factors affect the 
Apathralian situation, the impact of these factors must be fully 
grasped. Internationalism, the one world government as we 
understand it is the enemy, they want everything, but our 
people, the Apathralians, will mainly see the fight against 
exploitation and poverty as the real reason for action. So we 
have to explain what part internationalism takes in the 
confiscation of their property. 

1. Our resources requisitioned and exploited by the 
internationalists. 

2. Our sovereign territory given away to other countries to 
exploit. 
3. Selected minorities given superior rights, money and land 
so they form themselves a state within a state, this diverts the 
earned wealth of the people and forms a coloured elite. 
4. Dismantling our industrial base and 
relocating it in Asian countries where the 
workers can survive on slave wages. 
5, Removing our young peoples future, no 
industry , no jobs, (unless you work for 
, them) and no hope. 
» 6. Changing history and removing our 
cultural heritage, Christmas carols gone, 
they make Captain Cook into a rapist. 
7, All financial control profit and policy 
is in foreign hands. 
8. They use their propaganda to suppress 
religious beliefs and provoke racial, 
religious tension and national intolerance 
to split and divide Apathralia. They even 
go the lengths of forming sham freedom 
associations to suck in as many dissenters 
as possible and neutralise their efforts. 
and increase their flow of information. 
| They then say this is the only opposition 
that we will deal with, and invite them to 
sit on committees and in to the puppet 
government itself just to show how 
reasonable they are and how unreasonable 
and off the planet the freedom movement 
is. The dissension that they provoke is 
only to prove that they are right; to prove 
that the country needs a two party 
controlled government with complete control of all aspects of 
life. 

Yes, that's all true, but not much different than the stuff he 
has been putting in the papers, just a lot more crystallised, and 
it will be useful to our propaganda teams. Next week he had 
“military strategy presupposes political aims". All military 
problems are political and all political problems are 
economical. Once the people can clearly see that the world 
government sees them as economical, not required, that they 
have no economic future only slavery. the freedom movement 
will draw its strength from the exploited and dispossesed 
people. The struggle against puppet governments, and against 
all forms of exploitation is the basic condition for the survival 
and development of a genuine liberation movement, 


Then on to a different subject entirely. 
Characteristics of guerrilla warfare. 
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1. Conventional forces are supplied by the factories, 
warehouses and supply depots, guerrilla forces only live on 
the war. 
2. Every guerrilla unit commander has an incomparable larger 
amount of independence and freedom of action than he would 
have if he was in the same position on the conyentional side. 
3. Without the support of the civilian population guerrilla 
warfare will not succeed. 
4 Areas liberated by our guerrillas will only be held for several 
weeks or months before the enemy has concentrated sufficient 
forces to initiate large scale counter-guerrilla operations. 
5. You have been conducting small-scale operations assisted 
by local elements of the civilian resistance movement. You 
have had little success, and lost the initiative to a large degree. 
You must protect your recruits and organise a mobile training 
unit, consolidate your forces and give them little victories on 
unguarded enemy assets or single sentries. 
6. When you are in a position to form relatively large guerrilla 
units of approximately battalion size with some heavy 
weapons the enemy will be unable to occupy firmly the 
majority of the country, but will have to be satisfied with 
controlling key installations and the most important points, 
primarily routes of transportation and communication. When 
he is forced to withdraw all small posts in the activity area 
and only form a smaller amount of strong points at battalion 
strength it will be difficult for them to maintain sufficient 
sist your mobile battalion which can strike 
at any of his strong points. Also enemy agents and informers 
will not be able to operate in these battle zones so the enemies 
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eyes are reduced this will increase your freedom of 
movement. 

7. Create hard and soft areas or zones. Use one zone for 
operations which will draw lots of sentries to every position. 
Draw as much enemy resources into this area in the 
neighbouring area, place your mobile training battalion but do 
not do any operations in this area use it for training, 
manufacturing explosives, and rest and recuperation. When 
this area is completely lulled into a false sense of security, 
swap areas. Move your mobile training battalion into the old 
operating area and move your tigers into the soft area,

the sort that you learned at only the best schools. We had never 
had any central leadership. only individual commanders using 
natural cunning. Most had never had any military training:at 
all.

Keep swinging through the trees 
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Confidence - 


Wren a human being has to live or die by their ability with 
a firearm or a weapon of any sort, confidence in that arm is 
a necessary part of his or her survival. Without confidence in 
his equipment the effectiveness of that person is negligible. 
For a sniper not to have confidence in his equipment is not 
just zero effectiveness, it is fatal. A sniper’s basic equipment 
is not an extensive list: a map. a compass, a pair of binoculars. 
a rifle which most likely includes a telescopic rifle sight, and 
his ammunition are his primary equipment, but just as 
important are his boots, webbing. water bottle and ration pack 
He cannot easily replace his equipment. Some might suggest 
he might be able to pick it up as he goes from the enemy 
scavenging his way. In modern warfare this is fatal also. as 
before too long he will find a booby trap. Anywhere soldiers 
have been, even your own side, nothing must be touched. If 
you have others you do not care too much about let them test 
the water, the bed, the food or the cigarettes.

Any doubts in his equipment will turn to a nagging fear under 
battlefield stress. Most maps that are one inch to one mile 
scale are pretty good, even better are the metric 1 to 100,000 
scale maps as they are a bit more modem in countries that 
have changed their systems to metric from imperial in the last 
10 years. Check and test the maps that are issued to you, Try 
not to crease them until you have to. you can bet when you 
really need it the information that you must have at the critical 
moment has disappeared into a crease of a folded map. 
Eventually you have to crease them but haye a good look and

crease them where it is not going to matter too much. 


Check the date when the map was last updated and then 
check fifteen or twenty landmarks on that map to build that 
comforting word in your brain, "confidence", If you have the 
time and know the positions you will be operating in it could 
be life-saving if you shade in all the "dead ground" - that is 
ground that the enemy is obstructed from viewing trom his 
positions. Then shade in the ground that you can not see in a 
different colour. Use the contour lines, they are all done by 
aerial survey and most probably the most accurate information 
on your map. They do not get out of date and unless there are 
lots of earthquakes it takes thousands of years for them to 
change. 

If you cannot work out the "dead 
ground" make a graph of the contour 
lines so that you can dissect a cross 
section out of the map or what is 
called a "relief by contour" (see 
drawing) and be 100% sure of where 
that "dead ground" If your map 
reading is not up to this either get it 
good enough, or go sick, or write your 
st letter home. Attention to detail 
gives you that magic word, 
confidence". If you do not know 
where you are or where you are going 
the end is nigh. Again manuals on 
sniping and most books do not 
emphasize map reading. If this is your 
job it is more often than not a singular 
occupation, You have no one else to 
follow. you have to know the ground |S 
like a hunter knows his favorite rabbit | 4 00d compas: 
patch, except you might have a essential 
different patch every day. 


Reliability the Key 

Which ever type of compass you have check it at least daily 
with your map on two or more triangulation points or stations. 
Know what the magnetic variation is in your areas of 
operation. If you are unsure of your compass, beg, buy, 
borrow or steal to get one; these two items, map and compass 
(we assume your compass has a built in protractor, if not you 
must have } are not just first on the list by accident. 
Binoculars are great to help you find your way in the dark, 
or for looking at sunbathers, but targets are hopefully what 
you want to see in those binoculars. Do not think of yourself 
s Rommel with a nice set of 12 x 40 Zeiss ona strap dangling 
in front of your chest, think of a pair that you can put in your 
pocket that will not be easily broken. Think about reliability, 
not the brand name. 

1f you have them on a strap on your chest sapling twigs and 
everything will tangle in the strap and choke you as you move 
forward through cover. | nearly got strangled by a pair of 7 
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x 50s a few years ago. | got the strap tangled 
on a twig as I was going down a steep bank 
and at the moment of entanglement lost my 
footing, slipping down a couple of feet. It 
would have been very funny for any one else 
looking but as | was gasping with a leather 
garrote around my adams apple and feet going 
like threshing machines to find some terra 
firma | was not amused - L almost dropped my 
rifle. 

| would suggest a pair of pocket or mini 
binoculars, with a minimum of 4 power, but 
get the biggest objective lens that you can. 
The bigger the diameter is of the objective 
fens the greater the field of view. This gives 
many advantages; you view a bigger area, 
more light enters the binoculars giving more 
clarity in the dark or poor light conditions. 
The greater the area you can view through ff 
your binocular vision the easier it is to judge 
range and distance, not that his is at all easy, 
it is just easier with a wide field of view in 
binoculars as your two eyes are three or four 
inches apart and the little computer in your 
brain works out Pythagorus’ theory with out 
you knowing about it and tells you what the 
approximations are. Try doing it with one eye 
or a telescope and you have no chance, 

If you can breathe on your binoculars and they stay fogged 
up that might worry that ring of "confidence", so get yourself 
another pair, If they rattle when shaken give them to your 
granny to take to the opera: you don't need any extra 
advertising, Lots of the manuals suggest teams of two for 
sniping one shooting and one spotting with the telescape. but 
the more bodies crawling through the grass, the more human 
movement and activity, the more chance you have of your 
career being shortened, 

Taking someone to spot the shots is fine if you are shooting 
at paper targets but very few people are good at spotting where 
rifle shots hit the dirt. Most spotters flinch when the shot goes. 
off'as they have been half asleep anyway and when they see 
dust or mud spray up they make a mental picture of the centre 
of this area and call the shot, but in reality the shot might have 
ricocheted from somewhere else to get at this spot and then 
it would have landed two feet lower then the plume of dust 
of mud anyway, and all his information doe's is confuse the 
shooter. It takes years of practice to get a good spotte: 
relationship, opportunities for 
these relationships are not 
often found in war zones. 





The large spotting scope is 
great for looking into ground 
that is in shadow or has been 
camouflaged in some way. Its 
ability to spot bullet holes at 
three to four hundred yards is 
brilliant but it's heavy, and 
without a stand to keep it still 
it is useless and this involves 
more weight to carry. Also the

large front lens (the objective lens) is very hard to shield from 
reflection when the sun is low in the sky morning and evening 
reflections are easier to spot. As soon asa reflection is spotted 
by the enemy bad things start being planned for the sniper and 
spotter, like a bath in napalm or a dose of mortar shrapnel or 
a wire guided rocket up the nostrils. So go on your own, and 
be very mindful to shield those binoculars with your cupped 
hands. 





m how to follow through with your shots without 
flinching and spot your own. Look for where every one lands. 
Usually, because your rifle barrel has kicked up to a degree, 
you will see where the shot lands in the bottom section of your 
scope, When you see it check with your cross hairs straight 
away to see how far you have to correct for windage. 
Hopefully you are looking at an inert body. Check next for 
anyone taking action against you, Look with your rifle scope 
to see if any one is pointing in your direction, if so get out 
of there quickly while you still can. If they are still 
disorganised make mental calculations of holdover for 
windage and select another target. Look for leaders who can 
direct your downfall as number one targets, number two 
targets are radio men who can call in artillery or an air strike 
just to warm your day up, and third go for asset operators who 
can direct those things like machine guns and mortars and 
rockets in your direction, 

Even if you have done no good after five or six shots, move. 
Remember. the secret of staying alive is fire and movement, 
| can remember a mortar team in the guards who could put 
24 81mm mortar bombs in the air before the first one landed. 
By the time the last one landed they were gone and were 
setting up to fire again from a different position.

We all hear periodically about the "Kangaroo" yearly 
exercises and how expensive they are, and how Australians 
are testing their abilities against the US Air Force, Navy and 
Army, how the Singaporean Air Force is involved in this 
gigantic SEATO exercise. Do we ever hear the results?) Who 
wins? Who loses? 

Well I have had two combatants in these war games give me 

two independent but similar stories of "Kangaroo 89". One 
said, "I hope in the event of war that the army is taken over 
by the boy scouts.! They have adult leadership". 
Apparently in "Kangaroo 89" the small force of "Kamerians” 
(the enemy) was manned by the non-commissioned officers 
(NCOs) of the Air Cadets. These Tuesday night senior 
instructors to fifteen year olds won the exercise. Yes that is 
not a misprint, twenty or so veteran NCOs, who were very 
part time, overcame in battle the whole northern command of 
Australia, They just did not evade capture until the billion 
dollar exercise was finished, they captured the northern area 
commander General Bryant, they captured the whole joint 
Army, Air Force, Navy, United States, and Singaporean 
general staff. They captured the port of Darwin, they captured 
the Naval and Air Force base, They captured the 
communications station in Darwin and all the codes and 
ciphers. Who should be running Australia's defence? 

Maybe it's not such a bad idea to give it back to the 
Aborigines. Well at least they might eat some of our unwanted. 
visitors, or scare them. The "Kamerians” did not have to work 
too hard, all they had to do was to drive into the base, pass 
without stopping the Wormalds security guards who make 
sure nothing gets stolen, right up to General Bryants office. 











Their only resistance was a female secretary with an F1 
submachine gun under her desk with blanks in it. So into the 
office they went, and waited for all the others to turn up for 
work, and then put them in the bag, That was the end of a 
multi-million dollar exercise to prove how well they could 
defend Australia. With a farce like that, excuses must not be 
enough, cheap retirement packages should be the order of the 
day. My informants insist that the security at Darwin has still 
not improved. so if the beaches and airspace are free for 
invasion, why would any invader bother going for the bush, 
when a major port is so freely available, up for grahs, 

Under the constitution our federal government is supposed 
to try at least to defend all of Australian territory. Well | know 
they have given some oil fields away to our Indonesian allies 
and we do give them $1.6 billion worth of aid to assist in their 
nuclear production of bomb fuel, but they are supposed to 
defend us. Our politicians have been aware since 1912 that 
they could not realistically achieve this demand from the 
people and the constitution. In 1911 our parliament became 
aware of the growing strength of Japan after they had wiped 
out the Russian grand fleet in 1905, They were slow thinkers 
even then, So they invited Viscount Lord Kitchener to inspect 
the problem, and so he did. He travelled up the Australian 
coast with a team of surveyors and assessed the situation. He 





Kitchenei 
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assumed it was hopeless, even less people than there are today 
and even less resources. 

So he designed what was called the "Brisbane Line”. This 
was a defensive line that went from just north of Brisbane, a 
ridge between the Mary River catchment and the Maroochy 
tiver catchment. This would be defended. All north of this 
would be given up to the foreign invaders. The line stretched 
to Whyalla in South Australia. Well this was a fine plan but 
with one major problem - they couldn't tell the Australian 
people as they had pledged to defend all of Australia. All the 
residents in the northern area would feel a little left out if they 
knew, maybe some of them would claim to protect themselves 
and of course that could not be allowed. In fact in 1941 when 
this "Brisbane Line Plan" was taken out of its box and given 
a good shake as we had our backs pinned to the wall, guess 
by whom’? Not the Russians, but yes, the Japanese again, 

The federal government sent the local police around to all 
the farms, or to where they knew that guns would be, and had 
them confiscated. The story that was given was that the home 
guard needed them to defend Australia, so many were given 
with patriotic fervour. However, some knew that the real 
reason was that the government was going to surrender this 
territory, and in its stupidity thought that the Japanese would 
not spare any armed non-combatants so disarmed them to save 
them. They never thought that the Japanese, like nearly all 
Asians, would totally disregard the rules of war anyway, and 
would execute them in one way or another whether they had 
a 22. a shotgun or nothing. That is probably why 
Queenslanders never like gun registration, they have had a 
taste already. 

Well the guns went down to Victoria to end up at Pound Bend 
in Wartandyte to see out the war. Meanwhile the Australian 
parliament was secretly building defences on the Brisbane 
Line and planning the withdrawal, when along came General 
MacArthur with thousands of dollars and thousands of men. 
He said don't be silly, don't let them into Australia, let's beat 
them in New Guinea - and we did. If those aircraft carriers 
had have been in Pearl Harbour on that Sunday morning when 
the Japs dropped in, they would not have forestalled them at 
the battle of the Coral Sea or Midway, and the Brisbane line 
would have been tried and tested and more then likely found 
Jacking. 

In 1994 we do not have the "Brisbane Line". We have got 
less ambitious and the line now goes from Newcastle to 
Melbourne, while all above this line will be undefended. As 
the politicians do not wish to be controlled by the 
Constitution, they run it down and ignore it at any opportunity 
so they receive no complaints from their constituents, that 
they are being left defenceless and are being systematically 
disarmed, along with the so-called mis- named defence forces. 
If the government is not going to protect you, you have an 
obligation to defend your own community, not just a right. 


What Australian Arms Industry? 


In the late 1920 and 30s the Lithgow Small Arms company 
manufactured 22 rifles to help raise finance from the public 
sector, but in recent years our defence industries have been 
discouraged from selling to the public. The Mulwala Powder 
Plant at Albury has found a good market for its propellent 
powders in the shooting public, but politicians have forced 
them to stop advertising and haye curtailed their distribution.

simulation" to further cut costs of ammunition. 


Australia had a private arms manufacture industry in 
Tasmania. Mr Don Jones was moderately successful in the 
sporting market and made extensive sales in exports. Senator 
Tate, the Labor Attorney General of that time, found a rifle 
manufacturer in his constituency unbearable so he had a $2 
million grant allocated from the Senate Approbation to Mr 
Jones on the condition he close down. He did, and now | 
believe he has relocated in Malaysia. 

A defence industry in private hands has never been 
encouraged in Australia. The story of Evelyn Owen's battle 
to get his excellent firearm in use during the dark days of 
World War Two is quite famous. The struggle almost killed 
him and he got almost nothing for his trouble. 

China, with all its sins, has created at least four military 
departments, all selling and competing with each other for 
export sales. They are assisted by the fact that their 
government loads duties on imports and passes the bounty on 
to exports in the same commodity, so when one exports a pair 
of binoculars the government pays a 25% subsidy to the 
exporter in local paper money. This enables the manufacturer 
to cut his price lower than any other country (the wages he 
is paying would only slightly be over the slaves’ food ration 
rate). On the other hand if a corporation wanted to import that 
pair of binoculars the government would charge 1000% 
import duty to insure that they only bought one for a sample 
to copy. 

Similarly the British kings in the fourteenth century knew that 
their archers were their primary means of defence, so as well 
as encouraging yew trees to be grown in graveyards for bow 
staves, they wanted the best staves from Spain, so they obliged 
merchant importers to import four bow staves with every ton 
of goods and six staves with every butt of malmsey wine and 
in order to get the best staves of all; no duty at all was charged 
on those 6 foot 6 inches long or over. What is so similar about 
those two examples you might ask? Well they are encouraging 
the needs for defence indirectly and that is probably the best 
scenario for Australia's defence. 


Tf Pigs Could Fly 


If, and it's a big if. we had a parliament who was patriotic and 
nationalistic and they wanted to encourage defence, they 
would immediately throw out the firearm laws in each state 
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in every category. The penalties for armed robberies and 
murder are covered in other Acts, all they have to do is ensure 
they do not re-offend. The local councils should be building 
rifle ranges in every council sub-division as was done here 
in the early part of the century, to defend us from the Japanese. 
Federal and state parliaments can award prizes for military 
rifle competitions. They could start a type of weekly tattslotto 
or scratchit with millions of dollars in prize money. Take 
$2.00 nomination money off shooters for a million dollar 
weekly prize shoot, just watch the developments. Money 
would be spent in the billions just for the competitor to get 
his ammunition loaded correctly, shooters would come from 
all over the world to try their luck, this would again improve 
the competition here. We would ‘earn all the new 
developments first. 

Once the civilian shooting industry is established that would 
be one industry in which we would have a self sufficiency. 
From those rifle clubs machine gun clubs could be encouraged 
with large prizes (machine gun clubs have been going strong 
in the USA with no government assistance, and they have to 
have a licence). | would love to spend the weekend trying to 
score better than my friends with my fifty cal Browning at 
2500 yards. We have plenty of room in Australia, why don't 
we enjoy it? Mortar clubs should be encouraged with 
information and subsidization of powder and projectiles. 
Make it fun and put the prizes on to start with, nominations 
will cover the prizes after the first few competitions leave 
development to the human desire to win. 

Instead of building racing cars encourage them to make and 
shoot missiles, basically racing cars are missiles on wheels 
anyway. Instead of wasting billions on paper pushers in 
Canberra build financial incentives into the state emergency 
services with prizes for the best map readers, first aiders or 
radio men. With a population of sixteen million people we all 
have to be able to assist in defending our country. Even the 
over sixty-fives can do radio and first aid, and teach young 
shooters. The militia or CMF should not be paid for their part 
time work they should be enthused to bring their own rifles 
and equipment as long as its better then the standard and 
compete against one another in every aspect of their training. 
On the other hand, it might be an idea to pay their employers 
compensation for time lost. The whole country's emphasis 
must not be on sport or gambling, it must be in the preparation 
for war. 


Self-Sufficiency 


The Germans were regulated closely in the thirties, by the 
treaty of Versailles. Only a few war planes were allowed into 
the country so they encouraged gliding and flying clubs. The 
German aircraft industry gained its rejuvenation from the 
civilian aero clubs in design innovation and factory orders 
which in turn paid for more design work. As well as training 
pilots they stimulated an entire industry. If we continue to 
import our defence materials, which will not be available for 
re-supply at a moment's notice, we will never be able to 
defend ourselves. Weapons technology is all encompassing. 
these days advances can be made in anything from computer 
software, or microwave transmission, in communications or 
uniforms that combat heat seeking infra-red night vision 
equipment, or bullet proof vests, or ration packs. Our leaders 
have to make the situation conducive for Australians to grow 





and make money in the defence industry. Instead of regulating 
which countries they can export to (the current Defence 
Ministry have refused export licence for semi-auto sporting 
rifles to be exported to the USA), or instead of charging sales 
tax, income tax; instead of hampering industry with fifty 
thousand regulations from how they keep their toilet to what 
council zone they are in and how they bank their money and 
what census form they have filled in. 


Elizabeth the First was confronted by Spain, the sole world 
power and possibly the first country to dominate on a global 
basis, She, by intent or by accident, created in England a 
private enterprise system called privateers. At previous and 
later dates they might have been called pirates, but they took 
private enterprise by the teeth and with a royal charter, 
perfected there little sailing ships. With longer range guns 
they went out to earn their fortune at the expense of the enemy, 
Spain. After thirty years of living under the threat of Spanish 
sea power, the privateers joined together and destroyed the 





largest armada the world had seen up until that time. 


At the moment, the world is a troubled place, small wars in 
every sphere. Australia could let private enterprise raise and 
train Australians to serve in a mercenary capacity in other 
friendly nations like South Africa or Bahrain. With Australia 
as a base. we would attract the best from the world as 
instructors. Lots of smal! nations would love to be able to hire 
an artillery battery of even naval ships, or fighter squadrons 
when they were needed for a large fee. With Australia as their 
base the service industries would grow to meet their needs for 
the latest equipment. Our neighbouring countries would think 
deeply before making moves in our direction. 

Make war a paying business. use the wealth of our nation's 
size and resources to encourage laser and microwave 
technology, leave them alone and encourage them with 
incentives, prizes. Prizes of money that they can re-invest in 
our industrial base. Once they have been left alone to grow, 
they will provide the protection this country so desperately 
need. 

They don't want hand outs, they want competition and they 
want it very fast before it's too late. cs

War is now known as the State of Texas was until 1821 
known as Spanish Tejas. Until the early 18th century the area 
was sparsely populated by a few isolated Indian groups and 
little interest was shown by the Spanish in their territory, It 
was only the fear of French settlement that induced the 
Spanish to make some attempt at creating settlements. A small 
number of missions were formed but no serious effort to 
colonise the territory was made. An American from the state 
of Virginia, Moses Austin in 1820 approached Spanish 
officials with the view of colonising Texas. The Spanish were 
happy to comply with the request and in 1821 Austin's son 
Stephen founded the Anglo-American colony of Texas. In the 
same year Mexico gained its independence and considered 
Texas as part of Mexico. 

Over the next 14 years a steady stream of American colonists 
arrived in Texas via the States of Arkansas and Louisiana, and 
by 1835 outnumbered Mexicans by four to one. The Mexican 
Constitution of 1824 guaranteed an independent Texas State 
government under Mexican sovereignty as well as 
fundamental rights. [t even abolished slavery, which was not 
too popular with some of the Americans, but installed 
Catholicism as the state religion, Mexico showed litle 
inclination to populate and develop Texas with their 
own people, but resented the free spirit of the American 
colonists and sought to regain full control over the 
affairs of Texas. 

There were no common bonds such as language, 
religion or common background which could have been 
used to unite the two peoples into a stable enduring 
nation, In 1834 Santa Anna tore up the liberal 1824 
constitution which the left the people with no individual 
rights and gave Santa Anna a total dictatorship. The 
Mexican state of Zacatecas refused to surrender its 
rights to the dictator and tried to defend its privileges. 
Santa Anna took a large army and subdued the rebels; 
after the battle he tured his troops loose on the civilian 
population, killing twenty five hundred uninvolved 
civilians, English and American families were given 
special attention, husbands bayoneted. wives raped. 
stripped naked and paraded through the streets. The jf 
butchery lasted for two days and then was put to the 
torch, All that was left was a screaming, burning ruin. 
This act of butchery must have impressed the Texans 
and alerted then to what sort of sympathy they could 
expect from Santa Anna 


Unrest 


By November 1835 American nationals in Texas were 
becoming rapidly unhappy with Mexico's dictatorial 
government. They formed a provisional government of their 
own, electing David Burnet as President and raised an army 
under the generalship of Sam Houston. They were assisted in 
their endeavuurs by a number of disaffected Mexican 








headed by Antonio Santa Anna. 

The government of the United States did not wish to become 
involved in the plight of the Texans as they saw the matter 
as entirely an internal affair of Mexico. This however is not 
to say that the sympathy of the American public was not with 
the Texans. 

Mexico's leader Santa Anna, safe in the knowledge that 
American intervention was highly unlikely, sought to quickly 
suppress the rebellion and the stage became set for war. Santa 
Anna was a gified officer who fought in Mexico's War of 
Independence from Spain in 1821. He quickly developed a 
reputation of backing all rivals for the Mexican presidency 
until he was able to successfully gain the office for himself. 
At first seen as a liberating hero by the peasants. He quickly, 
to the dismay of all concerned, gained the reputation as an 
autocrat who efficiently centralised all power into his own 
hands and persecuted all rivals including the church. 

The Texans whose fathers and grandfathers only 60 years 
previously fought for their independence from the British 
would not bow to the yoke of a new tyranny and quickly 
organised themselves into an armed militia as their 





predecessors had. 

The fact should not be lost that the Texans bore arms as a 
matter of inclination as well as a right. These men are a classic 
example of what decent people used to do when faced with 
a choice between freedom and tyranny. They possessed the 
means to put up an effective armed response to a government 
intent on exceeding its authority and the first demand from 
Santa Anna was: 


All American colonists who have taken up arms, to be shot 
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without trial. Any foreigner in Texas arrested while in 
possession of arms ts to be shot. 

In December 1835 Colonel William Travis, leading a party 
of Texans including in its ranks the well known Jim Bowie 
and congressman Davie Crockett, captured from the Mexicans 
a former Spanish Franciscan mission later converted into a 


No More Help 


Lieutenant James Bonham, a young lawyer from South 
Carolina, had only been in Texas three months, rode twice out 
to safety, twice back to his men in the Alamo, he had ridden 
alone and crossed the enemy cordon four times to take Travis's 
message to the settlements of Goliad and Gonzales asking for

fort called the Alamo (Spanish for cottonwood}, which is 
situated in the present town of Santa Antonio. 

With hardly any artillery the Texans worked hard building 
barricades, waiting for the Mexicans to arrive and lay siege. 
Sam Houston begged the men to evacuate the Alamo, but they 
were unwilling to surrender such a strategic prize to the 
Mexicans without a fight and wished to give time for the 
Texan population to mobilise. Colonel William Travis 
ordered the gates of the fort to be opened and told the 
assembled crowd that those who wanted to leave may do so 
without hindrance. The majority of the women and children 
were sent to safety while all the men stayed. 

Santa Anna eventually arrived on the 23rd of February with 
between 4000 to 5000 men and put up the red flag of "no 
surrender, no clemency". Mexican nationals living in San 
Antonio who still supported the 1824 constitution entered the 
fort and joined the Americans, in full knowledge that there 
would be no way out, Colonel Travis wrote a famous letter 
that will remembered by all freemen. 


To the people of Texas and all Americans in the world 
~ fellow citizens and compatriots: 
1 am besieged by a thousand or more (an 
understatement, he couldn't have known then that there 
were between 4000 and 5000) of the Mexicans under 
Santa Anna... The enemy has 
demanded a surrender at 
discretion, otherwise, the

On Tuesday the Ist of march thirty two men, reinforcements 
from Gonzales, fought there way in to the Alamo knowing 
that when they got in there they would be outnumbered fifteen 
to one. They knew that there were only 151 men in there 
already. and they still would not have enough to man the 
walls. It was clearly understood by them all that they were 
almost certainly going to their deaths and knew that it was 
insane, but prized freedom above life itself. 





On Lieutenant Bonham's last return, he gave them the news, 
The men at Goliad refuse to leave and there is no more men 
at Gonzales, you have already have all the men you will ever 
have. There will be no more. 
Jim Bowie was the man most favoured by the militia men 
to command at the Alamo but he had been struck down by a 
fever and could not stand upright. He recommended Travis 
and knew that he would do everything that was needed to be 
done. Jim was known as the best knife fighter on the frontier 
and had much experience at leadership in the Indian wars. 
Dayy Crockett was a United States Congressman, who had 
little regard for the President at the time (Andrew Jackson) 
and criticised him for not having three thousand troops and 
a hundred guns at the Alamo. He, with his Tennessee and his 
Kentuckian contingent chose to man the weakest position, the 
palisade on the eastern side. He entertained the defenders with 
tall stories and mountain music on his fiddle 
between sniping at Mexican officers. 


Bring In the Big Guns 


Santa Anna did not attempt to attack the fort until 
his artillery had arrived and was positioned. Then 
began a thirteen day cannonade. which fortunately 
did not do any damage to life or property. Because 
the Alamo was so large it could have been defended 
by three thousand men, but was undefendable by 

182 men. The cannon balls came over the walls with great 
precision and rolled over the open space without causing 
damage. 

Santa Anna tried several times with a limited amount of his 
men to rush the fort, but on each occasion they were soundly 
beaten back by the sheer determination and matksmanship of 
the Texans. Most of the defenders were equipped with the 
Kentucky style rifle or one of its derivatives. The effective 
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range of the Kentucky rifle was 250 yards; the Mexicans were 
armed with British manufactured muskets which were 
harmless at 90 yards except from a volley of a thousand men. 
The rifles were slightly slower to reload so the Texans 
compensated by having up to four each. When things got to 
close quarters they would us the rifles as a club or use one 
or two of their Bowie-like knives as short swords. 

Frustrated by the dogged resistance of the defenders, Santa 
Anna on the 5th of March ceased the cannonade and 
redeployed his troops. Travis new that the end was near. No 
matter how he spread his men, there were still empty spaces 
that would be seen by the enemy. His ammunition was 
running low; about the only thing he was not short of was the 
willingness of his men to fight. He called everyone out into 
the plaza and told them the position was desperate, they were 
outnumbered fifteen to one and the general attack would come 
tomorrow, Sunday. He drew a line in the sand and indicated 
that all who wanted to stay should cross it. One of the first 
was Jim Bowie, who yelled out for his men to carry his bed 





Only three women, two children and a young negro slave 
found sheltering in a chapel were spared. The men who gave 
their lives for this cause came from all over the world. Twelve 
were from Northern Ireland, three from Scotland, two from 
Germany, ten from England. one from each of Wales and 
Denmark, thirty one from Tennessee, fourteen from 
Kentucky, five from Alabama, four from Mississippi, five 
from Georgia, thirteen from the Carolinas, eleven from 
Virginia, twelve from Pennsylvania, and ones from other 
American States. Only six were Texas-born, and they were 
all Mexicans; they died fighting for an independent Texas. At 
seven a clock on that Sunday morning Santa Anna ordered 
that the defenders’ bodies be burnt and their ashes be buried 
in unmarked graves. 

What had they gained? They held Santa Anna, delayed him 
for over fourteen days, they killed and wounded over a 
thousand of his men, but most importantly they formed a 
nation. They gave Texas that sense of individual sovereignty, 
with their example of unity of purpose, it inspired thirty times

over the line, All the women and children crossed the line and 
all of the men except one remained. He was a Frenchman who 
could speak Spanish and he had decided to go over the wall 
and take his chances. 

At3.30 am on Sunday the 6th March the general attack began. 
It started with seven buglers at the head of their columns 
sounding the "deguello". It meant "the beheading". They 
repeated it nine times. Santa Anna first sent his over supply 
of white clad bare footed Yucatan Indians, most unarmed 
except for a large knife, and used them as human battering 
rams, knowing that they would soak up most of the bullets. 
‘The first wave was mowed down, every one, the second eighty 
percent only made it a few yards. 


The Last Stand 


The defenders fired continuously, one of the first Texans to 
die was Colonel Travis defending the northem gun batteries. 
The Mexican generals ordered their cannons to move up to 
within thirty feet and blast the wall, then using their best 
troops to storm the walls. The Texans ran along the empty 
walls pushing of the scaling ladders with forked sticks. By six 
o clock am only a hundred defenders were left alive and the 
Mexicans were still coming. They climbed bare handed up the 
walls to be greeted by a swinging gun butt. Eventually the 
Mexican artillery breached the northern wall and thousands 
of Mexicans swarmed inside the plaza with bayonets at the 
ready. At the same time the western wall was inundated with 
white clad figures. Jim Bowie, Davy Crockett and James 
Bonham were all bayoneted to death, but all took six or more 
Mexicans with them. Santa Anna's victorious soldiers 
followed his orders and took no prisoners. All the men were 
put to death, even if they had been physically disarmed first.

I was most interested to read the article on the Steyr “Is It 
A Lemon Or A Lime?" by One Worried Digger in Edition 
13 of LS&B. 

| agree with everything he said, except that the bullpup 
design is convenient and popular as it is short, light and 
automatic. I claim it is gimmicky because of its unusual and 
different design and people haven't fully realised its real 
handicaps and limitations of unbalance. 

My experience around the ranges has been concentrating on 
watching a wide spectrum of users trying to hit things. 
Basically, the little plastic masterpiece shoots Australian 
§S109 ammunition very accurately, thanks to the excellent 
Lithgow made hammer swaged barrels. However, because of 
a combination of the unbalanced bullpup design and the three 
decade behind-the-times optical sight, the users have great 
difficulty in pointing it the right way. 

Broadly there are three spectrums of users. 

At one end we have the Small Arms Replacement Project 
Team, based at the Infantry Centre, Singleton. Their task is 
two fold, Firstly to travel to units when first issued with the 
Steyr and conduct four and a half day courses on how to use 
it safely, and in particular to avoid Accidental Discharges that 
can be fatal to your mates. Their second aim is to convince 
the world in general and young soldiers in particular (they've 
given up on old soldiers) that the Steyr is the greatest thing 
since sex, canned beer and sliced bread. They are somewhat 
biased in their views and reluctant to listen to criticism. 

In the large middle spectrum are the young soldier users, 
who are impressed, and try real hard to love it. Go to it, son! 
As one instructor put it, the light weight of the weapon and 
Jack of nasty noise and recoil that one had to become 
accustomed to with the big, heavy SLR meant the young 
people could learn quicker and attain a fair proficiency in a 
short time. Provided the range was kept to 200 metres. 

The sad thing is that some clown in Army Office has written 
a directive saying Army Reservists can't be issued until the 
second half of 1994. Why? After all the major shooting 
competitions are over? 

The other end of the spectrum are the specialists in the Army 
Rifle Team and their associated Marksmanship Training Cell. 
These people are expected to hit things, usually specifically 
small objects on targets and often to longer ranges, 300 and 
500 metres. 

The first things learnt are the deficiencies of the out-of-date, 
behind the times, cheap and nasty optical sight. 

it is difficult to aim at a small object. The big black circle 
was designed as a range finder, to hold a standing man at 
300m. But what if the man won't obligingly stand still at 300m 
for you? What if he dresses in a camouflage uniform, paints 
his face green and hides in the grass? It is virtually impossible 










to aim at a small concealed target duc to deficiencies of the 
virtually non magnifying sight with no aiming mark. So the 
unauthorised "cradle aim" has crept in (sit target in bottom 
of the circle). 

A sight designed for the American Police has a small, one 
minute of angle dot in the centre of the big black circle. This 
would be a decided improvement, however we are too 
inflexible to make an improvement. 

When these experts voice their opinion, the SARP experts 
dismiss this with a scoffing "You're only target shooters - the 
sight is designed for close range combat." True, it is excellent 
in this role. 

I suppose this means our troops must wait until they see the 
green of their faces and learn to shoot quickly at multiple 
targets - like hordes. How about 100-round magazines? 

It is sad to think that the ability to aim accurately limits the 
effective use of the rifle when trials, official and unofficial, 
show it is possible to consistently hit figure targets ta S00 and 
600 metres with the SS109 cartridge in a rifle with sighting 
equipment that allows a fine aim and bullet drop compensator. 

The American Advanced Combat Trials that tested several 
weapons and radical new types of ammunition found with the 
night sight the SS109 round was the most effective to 600 
metres, doubling the rifleman's effective range. It's hard to 
impossible to see a human figure at 600m and beyond, even 
if snipers kid themselves they can, 

The British SA80 at international competitions in Australia 
has shown how effective it can be to 500 metres as did the 
Americans with M16A2s, both with sights finely adjustable 
to compensate for range. Let these be lessons. 

When the Army Rifle Team can convince the powers that 
be our soldiers deserve a better sight on their gun, one that 
can develop the potential of the cartridge we're stuck with. 
then we may come closer to an effective. all-round modem 
infantry weapon. 

The bullpup design handles the balance and pointability of 
conventional design, the plastic trigger feels as if it has a built- 
in handful of sand, and the ejection port is so small that you 
must now take the barrel out to see if it's unloaded or correct 
a serious stoppage. And bits break and fall off. 

But the barrel's a beaut. It really shoots. 

If only we could point it the right way!

M16), a 20" cylinder bore barrel and Quick Detachable type 
sling swivel studs. 

The Mossberg 590 Ghost Ring is a trombone pump action 
12Ga shotgun which feeds its rounds from a tubular magazine 
located under the barrel and loads them through a loading port 
located at the bottom of the receiver just behind the barrel; 
the empties are thrown out of the ejector port on the right side 
of the receiver. Safety catch is ambidextrous and mounted on, 
the top of the receiver just in front of the stock, while the slide 
telease is more strategically placed for right handed shooters, 
mounted on the left side of the trigger guard. 


Field Test 


Shooting the beast was a delight compared to other short 
barreled 12Ga's I have used before. Its standard kick pad was 
effective, as the apparent recoil was much lighter than T 
anticipated, making aimed rapid fire shots at 25 yards a snap. 
Accuracy was very good with the Ghost Ring sighting system. 

Ammunition used for the purposes of this test was 
Winchester | oz "Foster" rifled slugs and some Sellier & 
Bellot "S-Ball" (non-separating sabot slugs), Winchester 
Bushman #2, Winchester Red Ranger BB, Winchester 
Buckshot SGs and some Russian Record AAAs. 

All of these rounds, except for the Records, fed perfectly.

The problem with the Records was their construction of very 
thin walled plastic cases and bulging shot loads deforming the 
outer dimensions. They would chamber with the use of a little 
extra force. Apart from that little problem there were no jams, 
extraction, detonation or ejection problems. 

I was able to do some penetration tests at 50 yards with both 
slug loads, firing into a 3" block of pine with a 3" block of 
hardwood for backing. The Winchester "Foster" slugs passed 
through the pine with no problems and expanded a further 
75%, but failed to penetrate the hardwood, S-Ball on the other 
hand sailed through the pine and lodged themselves almost 
their entire length (about an inch) into the hardwood backing. 
Both slug loads would work extremely well on game such as 
hogs or deer at respectable ranges. 


Some people say that 9 shots in a 12Ga at one time is too 
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many to control on 
moving targets because of 
the extra weight. This 
may be true for lightly 
built shooters, but | found 
it to reduce muzzle lift 
much in the same manner 
as a barrel weight on a 
target handgun. 
Mossberg have made an 
affordable working 
shotgun for those of us 
who want a bit more than 
a5 1 1 wooden stocked, 
bead sighted scattergun. 
With its plastic trigger 
pack and safety button the 
Model 590 is not perfect, 
but it does offer good 
value for money. There 
are aftermarket goodies 
out there for us to further 
"work over" our 590, like 2. Push drift punch out of receiver holding in the trigger pack. 
Mossberg's “Intimidator” | Pull trigger out to the rear (Fig. 2). 
foregrip. housing a laser

The fact that Leuchter is an American citizen, and repeated, 
essentially for a German audience, what he had stated as a 
court-recognized and accepted expert witness during my 
lengthy Canadian Holocaust Trial, and what he submitted to 
the court in the 196-page Leuchter Report, did not in the least 
deter this state prosecutor from going after Leuchter. 

Leuchter was arrested in Cologne as he approached the TV 
studio for a nationally televised talk-show on execution; gas 
chambers etc. He was immediately taken by the police to 
distant Mannheim; his wife was left dumbfounded, in Cologne. 
Neither Fred Leuchter not his wife speak German, 

Luckily Fred had told me about his invitation to appear on 
the TV show, and I had arranged for friends who could speak 
English to shadow him. | had also alerted my lawyer contacts 
in this area, so Fred was soon getting competent legal 
assistance. 

The arrest was challenged, but a lengthy arrest warrant, signed 
by a judge, was introduced in court, It appears it had been 
signed during the actual proceedings. 

Fred is being kept in investigative custody, which the German 
repressive regime likes to use against all political activists - 
especially those of the right. 

Bail was denied! Release on his own recognisance was 
denied! The reasons given? Since Leuchter can expect a stiff 
sentence for his crime of denying the holocaust and 
questioning the mass murder of Jews through gas chambers, 
and since he insulted the memory of those Jews who died 
during the Nazi regime and thus brought ridicule and pain to 
Germany's surviving Jews, Fred Leuchter must remain behind 
bars; otherwise he might well jump bail and never return to 
Germany where his trial will probably take place in 
approximately 6 to 9 months. 

Presently, this ruling is being appealed to a higher court. The

BOOK REVIEW - THE 
JEWISH RELIGION: Its 
Influence Today - by Elizabeth 
Dilling 

This book by Elizabeth Dilling 
was formerly titled The Plot 
Against Christianity, but is now 
more aptly titled. More aptly 
because what is exposed within 
these pages, whilst affecting 
Christians in particular, affects 
everyone. 

Elizabeth Dilling Stokes was 
born, raised and educated in 
Chicago. During 193] Mrs 
Dilling toured Soviet Russia and was particularly shocked by 
the virulent anti-Christianity of the atheist Communist 
regime. Following her return to the United States she lectured 
and wrote about what she had seen, realising from the 
Opposition which immediately arose that a substantial Marxist 
movement was active in the US. In 1934, her first book, The 
Red Network was published, an expose of persons and 
organisations furthering "Red" causes in America. In 1936 her 
second book, The Roosevelt Red Record and Its Background, 
was published. 

Almost immediately after these books were published, she 
was attacked as "anti-Semitic", although she had actually 
offered her anti-communist services to Jewish organisations, 
and knew nothing of organised Jewish involvement in the 
Marxist movement. After researching and studying, however, 
in 1940 she published her third book, The Octopus, which 
dealt with these subjects. The Jewish Religion: Its Influences 
Today was first published in 1964. The main purposes of this 
book are to expose the fundamental beliefs and writings of 
modern Judaism, its ultimate aims and the impact of these 
upon the rest of the world, 

Dilling supports her argument with an abundance of quotes 
and extracts from various Jewish publications, US State 
Department documents, Jewish Encyclopedias and many of 
the books which make up the Babylonian Talmud. These 
quotes and extracts are not just references of difficult to obtain 
books and papers, but are underlined photocopies comprising 
the latter half of the book. A comprehensive Index is included. 
A Glossary of Terms would make this book easier to 
understand for those not familiar with the subject, but most 
terminology is explained throughout the work. 

In the first chapter of her book, Dilling establishes the facts 
that The Jewish Religion Today traces its descent from the 
Pharisees and that its fundamental beliefs, doctrines and laws 
are bound up in the Babylonian Talmud. 

The Pharisees, at the time of Christ, were a Jewish sect whom 
Jesus accused of nullifying the word of God for the sake of 
tradition. He called them hypocrites, vipers and whitewashed 
tombs, dressed up on the outside and full of dead men's bones 
on the inside. He also warmed his disciples against their 
teachings. He accused them of making their converts twice as 
much as son of hell as they were and said they were of the 
"synagogue of Satan". He was no doubt familiar with the 
writings of the Talmud which they followed. In this work 
Elizabeth Dilling exposes the Talmud for what it is, showing

that Jesus was just in his charges against Pharisaism. 

The Babylonian Talmud consists of some 63 books dealing 
with every conceivable facet of life, These books contain the 
teachings, traditions or oral laws of the Pharisees, discussions 
or arguments about these laws and Jewish conduct permissible 
according to them. 

Concerning the Pharisees, Dilling quotes the 1905 Jewish 
Encyclopaedia: "With the destruction of the Temple (70AD) 
the Saducees disappeared altogether, leaving the regulation of 
all Jewish affairs in the hands of the Pharisees. Henceforth, 
Jewish life was regulated by the Pharisees; the whole history 
of Judaism was reconstructed from the Pharisee point of view, 
and a new aspect was given to the Sanhedrin of the past. A 
new train of tradition supplanted the older priestly tradition, 
(Abot 1:1) Pharisaism shaped the character of Judaism and the 
life and thought of the Jew for all the future." 

This is then supported by quoting the writing of one Rabbi 
Finklestein, who for a long time, according to Dilling, headed 
the Jewish Theological Seminary of America. This quote is 
from his work The Pharisees, "Pharisaism became 
Talmudism ... But the spirit of the ancient Pharisee survives 
unaltered. When a Jew ... studies the Talmud, he is actually 
repeating the arguments used in the Palestinian academies, 
From Palestine to Babylonia; from Babylonia to North Africa, 
Italy, Spain, France and Germany; from these to Poland, 
Russia and Eastern Europe generally, ancient Pharisaism has 
wandered." 

Chapter two gives an account of the revulsion shown towards 
the Talmud and its adherents throughout history once the truth 
of its contents were revealed. One wonders if those claiming 
to be Jews today are actually fully aware of its contents and 
whether they would remain so if they were, Throughout 
chapter three, Dilling exposes the Talmudic attitude towards 
Christ and His followers, The blasphemy and hatred is prolific 
in the Talmud. Adherents to the Bible rate as the lowest and 
most despised form of life, and death and immorality are 
considered preferable to Christianity, Again Dilling supports 
these accusations with extracts from the Talmud. 

Chapter four is titled Judaism - Anti-Gentilism and 
Exploitation of Non-Jews, chapter five Talmudic immorality, 
Asinity and Pornography: The Reprobate Mind. Non-Jews, 
according to Pharisaic Talmudism, rate only as animals, only 
Israelite men are considered human. Some of the topics 
covered in these chapters show how Talmudic doctrine 
condones such attitudes as Non-Jews having no property 
tights, cheating Gentiles (Non-Jews) in law suits, the practice 
of sodomy with Gentile girls under the age of three years and 
one day and boys under the age of nine years and one day, 
girls being eligible for cohabitation after three years and one 
day, incest, bestiality and the list goes on. Furthermore a Jew 
who teaches a Gentile the Torah (ie Talmudic precepts) or a 
heathen (Non-Jew) who studies the Torah deserves death. 
Other issues are covered here. Most are supposedly justified 
by the Pharisees by Old Testament texts from the Bible but 
these are twisted and taken out of context to suit themselves. 

Throughout chapters six, seven and eight, Elizabeth Dilling 
deals extensively with the pantheism, paganism and 
demonology embodied throughout Talmudic Judaism. 
Continuing to support her statements with references from the 
Talmud and The Universal Jewish Encyclopaedia, Dilling 
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covers areas such as the use of magic, astrology. spiritism and 
other forms of idolatry which equal Satanism. No wonder 
Jesus said they were of the synagogue of Satan. 

The belief that the Jews are arace of people and remain God's 
"chosen" is refuted with Biblical evidence throughout 
chapters nine and ten. Dilling presents the view that the charge 
of anti-semitism in reality means anti-Talmudic Pharisaism as 
"To be a Semite one must have descended from Shem (a race- 
founding son of Noah), just as to be a Jew, genealogically, 
one must descend from Judah." She goes on to explain that 
Jews were never pure Semites, that Christ was one of the few 
remaining descendants of Judah and by the turn of the first 
century AD, "any true Scripture believer had accepted Christ 
and called themselves Christians. The Saducees had 
disappeared, according to the Jewish Encyclopaedia, and the 
Pharisees were in complete control, Judaism was synonymous 
with Pharisaism". Reference here is also made to Christ's 
words in Revelation, ".,.those who are of the synagogue of 
Satan, who claim to be Jews though they are not...". 

Dilling hold no punches when summing up her attitude to 











the Talmud. "The main and overall characteristics of the 
Talmud are: pomp, silliness, obscenity and more obscenity, 
a setting up of laws seemingly for the purpose of inventing 
circumyentions, and evasions; delight in sadistic cruelty; 
reversal of all Biblical moral teachings on theft, murder, 
sodomy, perjury, treatment of children and parents; insane 
hatred of Christ, Christians and every phase of Christianity.” 
Having only read extracts from the Talmud in this book one 
can hardly disagree with her comments 











The involvement of Judaism in Marxism, Soctalism, 
Communism, Intemational Banking and the United Nations 
is covered in chapters eleven, twelve and thirteen. "Marxism. 
Socialism or Communism in practice are nothing but state- 
capitalism and rule by a privileged minority, exercising 
despotic and total control over a majority having virtually no 
property or legal rights... Communism - Socialism was 
originated by Jews and has been dominated by them from the 
beginning.” This is part of the leading paragraphs of these 
chapters. Dilling then cites Jewish publications and 








encyclopaedia references admitting these very points. In the 
following pages she then provides details of Jewish 
involvement in organisations throughout Europe, Russia and 
the US. The ultimate aim being world domination, Dilling 
clearly believes this world government will be zoverned by 
Communism or Babylonian Talmudic Pharisaism. The 
concluding chapter deals with this concept under the heading 
Prophecy and the Developing Anti-Christ World Government. 

Remembering that this book was written thirty years age we 
can only look back over that time and observe the continuing 
push toward the fulfillment of the aims presented. Surely by 
now only the foolish, the ignorant and those who choose to 
be so, don't see the establishment of a world government or 
New World Order on our doorstep, Whoever this government 
is run by, one thing is very clear, this New World Order WILL. 
bea religious. humanistic, dictatorial and, more than anything, 
an Anti-Christ and Anti-Christian Order, This comes as no 
surprise to those who study the Bible. Jesus Himself said, "... 
and you will be hated by all nations because of me" (Matthew

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VIDEO REVIEW - Fatal 
Addiction: Ted Bundy's Final 
Interview with Dr. Jumes 
Dobson 

In this rather unusual video Dr 
James Dobson, President of 
California's Focus on the 
Family. was asked by Ted 
Bundy, a convicted murderer of 
more than twenty women and 
girls, to record a final interview 
within hours of his execution at 
the Florida State Prison. He had 
contacted Dobson two years 
previously with the intent of 
making a statement on the 
influence of hard core violent 
pornography on his own behaviour. 

Perhaps the most frightening aspect of this video to me was. 
the fact that Ted Bundy appeared to be an intelligent, 
articulate and reasonable man; in short, he appeared to be 
quite normal. 

His upbringing was certainly normal. He was one of five 
children in a happy family household with Christian values. 
His parents never beat him, there was no domestic 
disharmony, in fact if anything his childhood was what we 
would consider ideal. The only difference is that from a 
relatively young age he took an interest in porography, 
naturally starting with the seemingly harmless "soft pom" 
available most anywhere, which later developed into an 
addiction for more and more explicit material. But when, as 
he put it, hard core pormography was mated with hard core 
violence, he feels that this was where his own passions for 
violent sexual behaviour was triggered. 

In spite of this he states that he does not want to give the 
impression that he is trying to blame pomography for his 
actions. He states quite clearly that he was responsible for 
his actions, and that he deserved the harshest punishment for 
his crimes. When asked if he deserved the electric chair, he 
did state that he did not want to die, but J noticed that he 
did not actually say he did not deserve to die. So perhaps 
this man, while facing death with no hope of reprieve, was 
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really trying to warn society of the dangerous influence of 


violent pornography on some people. 

‘The reaction of the mainstream media in the United States 
was depressing if not predictable. They questioned the 
motives and the credentials of Dr Dobson in an attempt to 
discredit the interview. He was labelled everything from a 
tele-evangelist to a profiteer by a media mob obviously 
miffed at not being invited to the party. For the record, Dr 
Dobson is a qualified psychologist with a background in 
research, has written books on child development with sales 
in the millions and currently hosts a Christian radio show 
on 1300 stations across the United States and many other 
countries. 

Ted Bundy agreed to the interview on the condition that 
proceeds from its distribution would first go to underwrite 
the expenses of its production with any excess to the fight 
against violent pornography. | did notice Dr Dobson trying 
to steer the direction of the interview a couple of times, but 
it appeared to me that Bundy knew exactly what he wanted 








to say. he knew who he wanted to reach and | believe he 
succeeded. Perhaps he best summed it up with this quote: 

"I can only hope that those who | harmed ... will believe 
what I'm saying now: that there are loose in their towns, in 
their communities, people like me today whose dangerous 
impulses are being fueled day in and day out by violence in 
the media.” 

Ted Bundy was executed at 7 am on the 24th of January. 
1989.

Fo: at least the last two decades the Australian education 
scene has heen the guinea pig for many curriculum innovations. 
Some have been a success, while others are best forgotten. The 
latest and most controversial innovation could provide the most 
remarkable opportunities for unscrupulous educationalists to 
subvert the lives of Australian youth. 

Human Relations Education is rapidly becoming a soft-sell 
term for sex education, and has already been causing concern 
wherever it has been introduced. 

Health Department records provide adequate reason for 
Australian parents to be concerned about the welfare of their 
children, Statistics indicate a serious increase in venereal 
disease, illegitimate births and abortions, especially in the 
teenage range. Promiscuity has become more apparent in the 
early teenage years. 

Tt is not surprising that confusion towards sex exists in the 
minds of today's youth, for adult confusion is quite apparent 
also. For too long we have subscribed to double standards. The 
same older men who encourage "the young fellers at work" to 
engage in random sex exploits are the same fathers who would 
be deeply upset if their own teenage daughters .became 
pregnant, or if their married daughters had an affair. 

Small wonder, then, that between those parents guilty of 
"double-think” and the greater number who find the subject too 
embarrassing to discuss, the important duty of sex education 
within the home has often been avoided. 


Sounds Great, But... 


The claimed benefits of HRE programmes are impressive at 
first sight: 

(a) students will develop a more mature outlook on life, 
marriage, love and sex. 

(b) a more responsible attitude to members of the opposite 
sex may be expected. together with a greater appreciation of 
a good, well-balanced lifestyle. 

(c) according to many protagonists, the courses can be 
justified on the basis of the expected decline in VD, abortion 
and the rate of illegitimacy alone. 

Many Australian parents expect when sex education comes 
to their district High or Primary School all the relevant facts 
of life will be presented in a reasonable. conservative and moral 
manner. Maybe they should think again. For example. the 
initial statement at the beginning of Unit 3 of a “Health and 
Human Development Course" in a certain Australian High 
School states: 


























Contentious issues will inevitably arise, such as pre-marital 
yex, dhortion and drugs. Once again the staff want to reiterate 
that at no time will we condone or show disapproval towards 
these issues. 

Another High School course guideline states: 

We helieve that teaching should proclaim sexual tolerance 
in the sense of respecting the rights of others to speak for and 
live hy sexual standards that we ourselves do not accept. This

would include an accepting attitude towards homosexuality. 
Any assurance that teachers will take a "noncommittal” stance 
is next to useless in view of the fact that so-called textbooks, 
which to the average parent border on the obscene, are the 
required reading sources of the students studying the course. 
In this way, students are presented with concepts of warped and 
deviant behaviour as being normal and acceptable - and the 
teacher is completely free of all charges of subverting the 
thinking or moral attitudes of his students! 


The Overseas Experience 


Before committing our school system to these sex education 
programmes it would have been wise for Australian 
administrators to study similar programmes in other countries 
where they had been in operation over a period of time. 
Scandinayia, USA and Britain have all introduced such 
courses, where many voices have been raised in trenchant 
criticism, 

Several years after sex education had been fully implemented, 
former California Superintendent of Education Dr Max 
Rafferty wrote of parents 

You let the schools take over your own immemorial job af 
telling your children the facts of life. and you didn’t care that 
the resulting school sex education programmes were 
necessarily as devoid of morality and personal dignity us a 
third generation computer. You asked for it! 

Commenting on the American scene, family counsellor and 
author Dr Tim LaHaye has written: 

The public school hay rendered itself incompetent in the field 
of sex education by making two fallacious assumptions = 
they insist on teaching sex education without moral safeguard 
Teaching sex education without moral principles ix like 
pouring gasoline on a fire Secondly, these 'sexperi 
erroneously assume that education will naturally produce 
sexual happiness 

Recent reports from USA indicate an alarming increase in 
naecological problems due to increased sex activity at a 
younger age and with multiple sex partners. One of these is 
genital herpes, a new strain of VD which resists all known 
attempts at cure. Also on the increase is VD of the mouth and 
throat, a horrendous variety which is difficult to cure and about 
which ‘sexologists’ fail to warn young people. 

Quoting the national statistics for England and Wales, Dr 
Louise Eickhoff, a medical practitioner and child psychologist, 
points out: 

In the ten years from 1959, illegitimacy as a whole rose by 
60%, but in schoolgirls uged 11 1 15 it increased by 307%, 
although the estimated population of girls of that age was 8% 
less in 1969. 

By 1950, antibiotics had so lowered the incidence of venereal 
disease in England that the clinic at which Dr Eickhoff assisted 
curtailed its sessions (like others all over the country). 


But with the intensification of sex education in the late ‘Sb 





























gonorrhea - which is the measure af promiscuity - began its 
Steady rise to its present epidemic proportions. 
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Recently a noted English medical authority pointed out that 
YD was second only to measles as Britain's most common 
contagious disease. 

Nils-Eric Broden documents a similar picture of the effects 
of Sweden's school-based sex education programmes: 

For rape, there was a 55% increase between 1950 and 1965, 
The most decisive rise in sex offences came during the same 
period that Swedish xex education came into full practice. 

He points out that, rather than preventing the rise of social 
ills in the nation, school sex education has accomplished 
exactly the opposite: 

Venereal disease now stands at an all-time high and 
experimentation in this field (sex education) has been 
accompanied hy increased illegitimacy. 

Another report from Sweden discloses that between 1956 
and 1972, the number of pregnancies and venereal disease 
among children under 14 increased by 900%! 

‘An American psychiatrist, Dr William McGrath, has written: 

Anyone who wold deliberately arouse the child's curiosity, 
or stimulate his unready mind to troubled sexual 
preoccupation, ought to have a millstone tied around his neck 
und he cast into the sea. 


Parents cannot afford to be apathetic about sex education and 
disregard the issues at stake, for the tragedy of such criminal 
negligence will be borne by the innocent young. The price that 
the youth of his country will pay in the event of a lack of 


ae 


parental vigilance will be disastrous beyond words. 
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THE TRUE STATE OF DENMARK 


Denmark is one of the most liberal countries in the world. 
Sex liberalists often point to it as a pioneering land. 

The Danish government removed all restrictions on written 
pornography in 1967. and all restrictions on picture 
pornography in 1969.

* Divorce has increased by 50%,

public decency, indecent assaull against minors and incest 
have all decreased because the Danish Criminal Code has 
been amended to leyalise activities which had previously been 
subject to punishment.

love it, which ever party, as they would not like any 
infringements on their total power trip when it's their turn to 
rob the candy shop. Australian constitutional lawyers push the 
Dicey doctrine: parliament is sovereign, it saves them working 
too hard. They accept that the United States constitution makes 
the people sovereign; we the people of the United States, in 
order to form a more perfect union, establish justice, ensure 
domestic tranquillity, provide for the common defence.... But 
ignore our constitutions such as the Bill of Rights 1689 and 
the Australian Constitution and point to Dicey's doctrine for 
defence, but no more. The clue I suppose is in the name of the 
book. Dicey did not call his book;the Sovereignty of 
Parliament, he called it Law of the Constitution. He called 
himself a constitutional student, he studied constitutions he 
acknowledged at all times that the parliaments were 
subservient to constitutional law and the monarch, and even 
though he discusses at length the sovereignty of parliament he 
constantly clarifies the people as ultimately being the rightful 
generators of legislation. 

Before page | in the preface he states, "My object in 
publishing the work is to provide students with a manual which 
may impress these leading principles on their minds, and thus 
may enable them to study with benefit in Blackstone's 
Commentaries and other treatises of the like nature those legal 
topics which, taken together, make up the Constitutional Law 
of England.” 





A Mandate To Rule? 


In Dicey's chapter "The Conventions of Constitution" he is 
greatly concerned about the tyranny of the party system in 
increasing the power of the parties at the expense of the powers 
of the people, with very few checks on its power. I think we 

can understand him more after we read his 

definition of what parliament is and we know 
what our lawyers and law makers think it is. On 

Page xviii at the start of the book Mr Dicey 
) States,” that Parliament consists of the King, the 

House of Lords, and the House of Commons". 

See the difference? Yes the Monarch has a 

prerogative to disallow and he includes a House 

of Lords. which has checks and balances of its 
own to contribute to legislation.

I the defendant, appeared in the Central Magistrates Court 
in Brisbane on the Ist day of December, 1993 to answer the 
complaint of having in my possession prohibited publications 
for the purposes of publishing them, namely LS&B magazines 
Editions 7,8,9 and 10. | was asked to plead but declined and 
asked leave of the Court to consult legal advice. This was 
granted, Then | requested the hearing to be held in Gympie 
as it would be fairer to myself, defending my case without 
having to travel, and the Consumer Affairs Department being 
funded by the taxpayer would not feel the extra expense. This 
was rejected by the Magistrate Peter Mitchell, and he set down 
the next court date to be the 17th of January 1994. at the 
Brisbane Magistrates . 
Court. 

I have since appealed 
his decision or order to 
have the case heard in 
Gympie and hope to 
soon hear when the 
appeal will be heard. 
When [ ask for a trial 
by jury more than 
likely that will be 
refused and so | will 
have to appeal that 
also. We will always 
expect the best justice 
but will respond to any 
injustice with all the 
power we can 
marshal. The penalty 
for this non-offence is 
$18,000 fine or one 
year in jail, or both, So 
the stakes are high to 
defend the right of freedom of speech and to remind the courts 
that real law does not come from parliament, it has always 
been there. We do have fundamental rights and no matter if 
it is a king or parliament or a republic our common law cannot 
be infringed or set aside. 

No one is above the law, all shall be treated equally under 
the law. Our politicians instruct public servants to write 
military manuals with similar information to what was printed 
in LS&B? If so. why a law for us and another for the army 
or air force or the Mines Department Explosives Section. 
There is a lot of discussion about law and the lack of it at 
the moment and the lawmaking apparatus. We have seen the 
Mabo farce and the attempts of freedom fighters trying to get 
justice from our courts. Have faith, it is not our system that 
is wrong, it is just our apathy which has allowed things to get 
into this state. Take heart, it has all happened before and good 
stout hearted men have remedied it.

An Unlikely Hero 


In our search for stalwarts who have stood up for our ancient 
rights and liberties we travel to the eighteenth century and we 
have John Wilkes. An outspoken journalist and politician, he 
edited a small newspaper called the "The North Briton" which 
attacked ministers of the Crown-as "tools of despotism and 
cortuption.. They have sent the spirit:of discord through the 
land, and I will prophesize it will never be extinguished but

by the extinction of their power". He described the ministry 
of the day as a mere reflection of the unpopular Lord Bute. 

Wilkes hinted that the peace treaty with France was not only 
dishonourable but dishonestly negotiated, and that the King 
was a party to it. 

King George II] was tearing his wig off. The following week 
his Secretary of State issued a warrant commanding that the 
authors, printers, and publishers of "The North Briton " no. 
45 should be found and arrested. Searches were made, houses 
were entered, papers were seized and 48 people were arrested 
and put in prison. Among them was John Wilkes, not a 
salubrious, person a spendthrift, a member of the hellfire club, 
and a member of the Congenial Medmenham Monks, who met 
in the ruins of St Mary's Abbey at Medmenham, 
Buckinghamshire, to indulge in debauchery and the 
performance of the black masses. He was well known for 
bribing voters and one of his elections into parliament had cost 
him 7000 pounds. He was always in debt but popular with the 
public. 
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He was thrown into the Tower of London for his journalistic 
endeavours. He refused to answer questions and protested that the 
warrant was illegal and that he had parliamentary privilege of free 
speech, This created a storm in the country. He was charged with 
seditious libel, but much to the public's delight, Lord Chief Justice 
Pratt ordered his release on the grounds that his arrest was a breach 
of parliamentary privilege. The outcry against the misuse of 
warrants led directly to the important pronouncements by judges 
on the liberty of the individual, the powers of the government, and 
the freedom of speech. Then Wilkes and other victims instituted 
actions against the Secretary of State, the Earl of Halifax and his 
underlings, suing for damages. The judges found the warrants 
illegal. The officials pleaded that they were only carrying out 
orders and were immune because they were working for the 
government, (Where have we heard that before?) 

This large and sinister defence was rejected by the Chief Justice 
in words which remain a classic statement on the “rule of law": 
"With respect to the argument of state necessity". declared Lord 
Camden, "ora distinction which has been aimed at between state 
offences and others, the common law does not understand that 
kind of reasoning, nor do our books take any notice of any such 
distinction." Ifa Minister of the Crown ordered something to be 
done which was unlawtul, then both he and his servants must 
answer for it as a private person, The undersecretary who entered 
Wiilkes' house and took away his papers and the King’s messenger 
who arrested the printer were mere trespassers and were liable as 
such. They were guilty of false imprisonment, and the judges 
refused to interfere when juries awarded large sums by way of 
compensation. Wilkes obtained 4000 pounds in damages from the 








Secretary of State himself, When asked by a Frenchman how far 
liberty of the press extended in England , he said, "1 cannot tell, 
but I am trying to find out.” 

Wilkes was expelled from parliament four times, which is again 
illegal under the British Constitution as it sets aside the rights of 
the electors to choose their representative. On one occasion the 
parliament declared Henry Luttrel the duly elected member for 
Middlesex, even though John Wilkes had obtained 1143 votes 
against Luttrel's 296. Wilkes stood for the London council and 
ended up the Lord Mayor of London and again entered parliament. 
Wilkes’ example was a potent weapon against overbearing 
ministers and over zealous officials. Habeas corpus might, and 
did, protect the subject from unlawful arrest, or at any rate ensure 
his speedy release, but the precedent of taking civil action out hit 
the authorities where it hurt most, in their private pockets. 

For 200 years the unfettered rights of juries to assess the damages 
at whatever figure they thought fit was a formidable deterrent to 
a public servant on contemplating breaching the liberty of the 
British or Australian subject and relying on "the reasons of state". 
Newspapers were censored by the "Licensing Act" but parliament 
declined to renew the Act and all vestiges of control were removed 
from the British people and ever since British people have been 
generally free to say what they liked in print without prior leave 
of the government or of any one else. Not since this eighteenth 
century battle have the people had to stand up and defend this 
right; only now has the government had the power to try and 
follow this eighteenth century tradition of putting critics in the 
dock for seditious libel. Let us hope a jury will see the injustice 
before juries to are tried out of existence. SS

DENNIS STEVENSON 


Dennis Stevenson is an independent Member of 
the ACT Legislative Assembly, who was voted 
into his seat on a platform of having no ACT 
Parliament, and could therefore be described in 
some circles as an anarchist. Before moving into 
politics Dennis was a NSW policeman, and also 
served as an infantry sergeant in the CMF. 


LS&B: You are u member of the ACT Parliament. When the 
parliament makes illegal law that opposes our constitution, 
comprised of the ancient titles and rights, would it not be more 
ethical to stand outside and throw tomatoes at them? Ay being 
in there makes you a part of the crime in many eyes, it gives 
eredibility to their illegalities. Why do you continue to support 
them? 
DS: Not even our politicians would suggest that I give 
credibility to proposals which violate constitutional law or the 
majority expressed will of our electorate. On the contrary, 
being a Member gives me the opportunity to oppose such 
actions by being well informed, proposing amendments, 
lobbying other Members, bringing issues up in the media and 
pethaps setting an example of the true role of a representative. 
The most effective way to change the political system is from 
the inside - by electing members at council, state and federal 
level, who will serve their constituents instead of trying to 
control them, In the training courses I run, | place emphasis 
on two outcomes. The first is to get into communication with 
all our /oca/ members and to bring sufficient encouragement 
(pressure) on them so they do as their electorate tells them; 
and secondly, if they have a poor record of service, to replace 
them, We may wish to remember the following truism: 

Light a fire under your politicians seat 

Watch 'em move when they feel the heat 
To make major changes to laws, it is not necessary to have 
a majority of independents in the parliament, though all 
parliamentarians should be dependents - that is, dependent on 
their constituents. In the ACT Legislative Assembly, as no 
single group controls the votes of a majority of Members, my 
vote has been crucial on a number of occasions. A few 
independents who hold the balance of power have often 
played a major role - witness the action that independents took 
in causing the resignation of the NSW Premier Nick Greiner, 
and the role of the West Australian Green Senators in the 
recent Commonwealth budget negotiations, These are just 
some of the many cases where a few independents have had 
a major effect. 
LS&B: Would you want to change the constitution to allaw 
CLR. or do you think all the provisions for it are already 
there? 
DS: An early definition of policy is "constitution". That is 
what I depend on. When | vote according to the constitution 
or, if the matter isn't specifically a constitutional one, the 
majority expressed will of my electorate, this is not some 














interesting idea { worked out - it is the constitutional law. It 
is no mistake that we are called public servants or that the 
word representative literally means to represent (present 
again) [Ed - do you mean like a bad cheque] Of course, what 
we are required to present again is the majority expressed will 
of the electors in our own electorate. [Ed- what if it is returned 
"Refer to Drawer"’] 

Because | am required to vote the way my employers 

(electors) instruct me, [| have to know how they wish me to 
vote. Every elector has a constitutional responsibility to 
inform their Member of their will on any issue that comes 
before parliament, or should. Because not many electors do 
this (and I understand that knowledge of this vital democratic 
requirement has been deliberately withheld from most people 
in Australia) my supporters and | go out and ask electors how 
I should vote on different issues. We do this by survey, usually 
of 500 to 1,000 people outside shopping centres, The 
Australian Bureau of Statistics were given the details of how 
we conduct the surveys and they supplied us with a chart 
showing the plus or minus error rates for the method we use 
to survey. Our error rate is usually less than 2%, 
When matters come up in parliament that people want to have 
a say on - and it must be acknowledged that there are many 
issues that people are happy to let we administrators handle 
- J vote according to their instructions. 





Binding referendums are a very important way of putting 
things night when our will has been ignored by politicians, 
You will note that I use the term "binding referendums” [Ed 
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- I'd prefer it if you used the term "binding referenda” - sorry, 
but my Latin teacher would haunt me forever if I let that one 
go by]. I do not refer to referendums without referring to them 
as binding. There is no reason on earth why a non-binding 
referendum should ever be held. It is a waste of time and 
money, and far from being democratic, it usually is held to 
pretend that we are having a democratic say, when we are not. 
Can I therefore strongly recommend that we only refer to 
BCIR - after all, who wants a car without wheels? 

LS&B: We in Oueensland are horrified by the A.C.T. gun 
laws. What are your views on the rights of the firearm owner 
in Canberra? 

DS: Unfortunately, | was the only one of the 17 members of 
our Assembly to put forward the important arguments about 
the protection of life, liberty and property (which incidentally 
is the only true role of government) when we debated the right 
to bear arms. 


History teaches us that the best way to avoid war or 
confrontation is to "speak softly, but carry a big stick". As 
regular readers of Lock Stock & Barrel will know, Australia’s 
defence forces are not adequate for the effective defence of 
our nation. It is obvious to most people that an effective 
citizens militia can have a number of benefits - the major one 
being as a deterrent to aggression. It is not just a coincidence 
that the Swiss, with their superbly trained citizens forces, have 
for so long remained neutral. As a former infantry sergeant 
in the CMF, | can testify to the value of army training for the 
building of character for many individuals. Certainly | support 


effective training in the use and safety of firearms. 

Our surveys have shown that many people support 
compulsory national service that allows a choice between 
defence training or community training in services such as the 
Bush Fire Brigade. This has obvious benefits, not the least 
being that people would become more community oriented. 
With regard to whether we should as a nation, work to change 
the citizens constitutional right to bear arms, a quote by 
Thomas Jefferson is relevant: 

"Men by their constitutions are naturally divided into two 
parties: 

1) Those who fear and distrust the people ... 

2) Those who identify themselves with the people, have 
confidence in them, cherish and consider them as the most 
honest and safe ... depository of the public interest." 

Having served for 8 years in the NSW Police Service, | 

understand that banning firearms succeeds in removing most 
guns from law abiding citizens, but does little to remove them 
from criminals who will either steal them, import them, or 
have them manufactured. In fact, the greater the restrictions 
on gun ownership, the greater the profit and therefore supply 
of guns to criminals. 
Whoops, sorry folks, we're out of space - only three questions 
answered, but I guess you'll never find a politician short af 
words. We will continue in a future issue if we can get answers 
to the really controversial questions we asked...

Dear Jimi, 

Kangaroo shooters are in crisis situation in Australia. We were! 
told that four years ago there were three thousand roo shooters and 
today there are seven hundred. 

In an industry that turns over $75 million, their costs have gone. 
up considerably while prices for skins have gone down. 

A local souvenir manufacturer using one hundred skins a week, 
employing Australians and producing all Australian made products 
is facing similar problems. The manufacturing industry went 
through a bad time, first the pilot strike and then the animal 
liberation and anti-fur people having a disastrous effect. After 
surviving all this, and demand for their products increasing due to 
overseas tourist numbers on the up, they are faced with problems 
of tanneries closing down which could eventually lead to a shortage! 
of skins. 

Many small rural towns had a tannery but very few are left open 
today. Environmental regulations are forcing many to close, but the 
last few years have seen many salted skins shipped overseas. 

A case was heard of recently of kangaroo skin koala bears and 
products being made in Thailand and exported to the USA. Luckily 
ithe shipment was rejected due to inferior filling materials. 

If too many smaller tanneries close down we will be left with two 
or three very large tanneries having a monopoly. 

It would be good to see how many tanneries using roo skins are 
left in Australia, does anyone know? 

The local manufacturing business would like to hear from 
tanneries, shoot facturers to see if a co-operative could be 
formed to build their own tannery or at least t fo save an 
industry from the same fate as our other rural industries.
